We have endeavored to secure the services of the best 
teachers, and take pleasure in saying that our schools, with

one exception, during the past year, have been both success- 
ful and profitable. 

We are not of the opinion that our schools can be bene- 
fited by a frequent change of teachers, unless a poor one has 
been employed. 

The success of schools does not depend wholly upon the 
teachers, but they need the co-operation of the parents, and 
no parent ought to allow a child to disobey the rules of 
school. 

Some people never take the pains to visit the school, but 
are ever ready to censure or condemn a teacher if their chil- 
dren happen to be corrected or punished for their wrong- 
doings. 

3y combining the smaller schools the past year, we have 
found the advantages to the pupils have been greater, also 
making it more interesting for them. 

The success of our schools in the future depends upon 
the united efforts and actions of the school board and teach- 
ers with pupils and parents, and especially would we urge 
upon the latter the necessity of supplementing the efforts of 
the teacher in maintaining discipline by good home influ- 
ences.

CENSUS AND TRUANT OFFICERS REPORT 


There are 97 children in town between the ages of five 
and 16,—44 girls and 53 boys, nearly all of whom have met 
the requirements of the law in regard to school attendance. 

A few parents I have found who are woefully willing to 
deprive their children of the privileges which the town sup- 
plies without money or price. 

The enforcement of the law will no doubt prove salutary, 
and unless improvement is made this spring this step will be 
necessary in two or three cases.
